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MEDICAL REPORT ON A NEW DISEASE

[Ed.--If a poll were made of club mem- 
bers by profession, we don't know which 
would be ahead - medical or military. 
And which way would you count Army or 
Navy doctors? Anyhow, this is an arti- 
cle which we enjoyed. | 


It is the purpose of this article 
to describe a new, rare and baffling 
mental affliction, This disease owes 
its origin to the things that took place 
in an abandoned barracks near Gmund, 
Austria in 1949. It quickly spread over 
tge Continent and many U.S. troops sta- 
tioned in Europe became infected. Upon 
their return, they helped spread the 
disease throughout the U.S. The dis- 
ease is known in mild, moderate, and 
severe forms, but it is noted that most 
cases eventually and often quickly de- 
velop into the severest form, which is 
described as follows: 


Type of Patient Most Susceptible: 
Usually a male of stable temperament 
between the ages of 30 and 50. The 
disease is far more common in males 
than in females, who seem initially 
more immune; although some of the most 
severe cases On record are in the fe- 
male, The victims of this disease 
may be of any occupation; and as a 
group, their educational background 
and intelligence is above that of the 
average populace.

Symptoms and Course: After the 
initial onset, the victim is soon 
drawn to those already afflicted, and 
cannot see enough of them. The hear- 
ing becomes more acure, and the vision 
more perceptive. The patient shows 
kleptomaniac tendencies towards other 
victims' magazines. Degeneration of 
social decorum may occur, with the 
result that he is often the uninvited 
guest. It is noted the end of the 
nost often becomes flattened, due to 
pressing against certain shop and show- 
room windows. He loses interest in 
many things that formerly occupied his 
spare time. As the disease progresses, 
he is often caught daydreaming and 
rationalizing, particularly when it 
comes to his budget. His marital 
life may be severaly affected, unless 
his wife catches the "bug". He 
develops a new vocabulary of terms 
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completely foreign, and often unde- 
veloped talents and ability come to 
life. At this stage the disease has 
reached its crucial phase. It might 
appear that the symptoms would cease 
if the victim obtained one of the 
"Jewels" that so occupy his thoughts. 
If he does obtain his "Jewel", the 
disease rapidly becomes more severe; 
only a few have recovered to date. 
The Journal "Christophorus" reports 
the case history of a man of over 70 
years who recently obtained his 7th 
"Jewel"! 


Etiology: This disease is definite- 
ly known to be caused by the MICRO- 
VEHICLE PORSCHEUS. This agent is known 
in several different forms and tunings 
(strains), namely: 1300, 1500 and 1600 
Normal (Lady) and Super (Mistress), and 
even more virulent Carrera and deadly 
Spyder. 


Treatment: To date there is abso- 
lutely no known effective treatment. 
The disease has not even attracted the 
usual quack opportunists who set up 
sanitoriums for cures. Several of the ’ 
large pharmaceutical houses are re- 
portedly working on special kinds of 
tranqualizing drugs, but they admit no 
success to date. Severe family and 
financial threats occasionally pro- 
duce remissions, but never cures. 


The English in particular have 
used some of their best medieval 
brains (Lyons, Brown, Healey, and 
others) in an attempt to combat this 
disease. They have developed many 
types of antidotes in various colors 
and price ranges, based upon the 
assumption that a counterirritant might | 
be beneficial (and profitable to them). 





From Italy Dr. Ferrari is reported 
to be showing increasing concern over 
this malady, since Maglioli became 
afflicted. Dr. Barth came from be- 
hind the Iron Curtain apparently for 
the expressed purpose of contracting 
the disease. 


It was suggested by a group of 
psychiatrists that complete oblitera- 
tion of the known source of the MICRO- 
VEHICLE PORSCHEUS in Zuffenhausen 
would be the answer, but a more in- 
telligent similar group quickly 
countered with the advice that per- 
secution and orphaning would even 
make the sect grow more fanatical, 
as in the case of the Bugatti. It 
would be almost impossible to destroy 
every last MICROVEHICLE PORSCHEUS, and 
as long as one exists, men will still 
be its victims. 


Conclusions: A new disease entity 
has been described. It is most infec 
tious, and it should be noted that 
often the doctor himself contracts 
the disease from his patient. (This 
author knows all too well.) This 
author proposes the name "PORSCHEITIS" 
as the most correct medical name for 
this disease. PORSCHEITIS is best 
described as a progressive inflamma- 
tion of the brain caused by the MICRO- 
VEHICLE PORSCHEUS,

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TECHNICAL REPORT 


The next issue of Panorama will be 
devoted to the recently held Porsche 
Parade, and it appears at this time 
that space will not permit of a tech- 
nical article in that issue. Therefore, 
this report has been compiled from a 
number of impressions, rumors and re- 
ports obtained at the Parade and else 
where, since we feel that some of these 
things will be of interest to our mem 
bers. 


Porsche Service 





Herbert Dramm and Wolfgang Rietzl 
were kept perpetually in motion check- 
ing, adjusting and advising on the more | 
than 100 Porsches present at the Parade, 
and it is interesting to note, parti- 
cularly since these cars represented a 
wide geographical cross-section of this 
country, that the complaints and ail- 
ments encountered were, for the most 
part, of a minor nature, whereas the 
exceptions were, in all cases, of a 
rather serious nature. 


serious cases seemed to 
more to normal deteriora- 
tion and old age, the suggestion is 
that Porsche servicing, if these cars 
were truly representative, is vastly 
improved over the situation which ex- 
isted a year ago. Mr. Dramm was parti- 
cularly pleased with the generally 
excellent condition of the automobiles, 
and on more than one occasion opined 
that the servicing must be improving.

The generally good condition of most 
of the automobiles also suggests our 
driving techniques have improved, or 
at least we are conforming more nearly 
to the type of driving for which the 
cars were designed. In relation to 
this, it should be remembered that with 
the advent of the three-piece crank- 
case, we inherited a heavier valve 
train assembly and whereas this re- 
sulted in increased life expectancy 
for the engine, we should more closely 
adhere to the red line on our tachs. 





Over-revving with the three-piece 
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crankcase engine is more likely to 
produce disasterous results than 
with the earlier two-piece engine. 


On the other hand, we should not 
let this permit us to err on the other 
side, either. For a Normal engine, 
2000 rpm should be regarded as an 
absolute lower limit. This will 
afford us ample opportunity to 
practice double-clutching as we 
shift down. 


I have often been accused of over- 
emphasizing the double-clutching tech 
nique. However, the clutch in our 
cars remains potentially the weakest 
point and although if carefully used 
it continues to give good service, on 
the other hand, it cannot be expected 
to take any substantial amount of abuse 
whatsoever, 


What's New 


We continue to get reports and rumors 
from every direction that a new Super 
engine is in the works. From the grape- 
vine, we hear that this engine will 
utilize, of all things, a plain bearing 
crankshaft identical to or substantially 
identical to the crankshaft now used in 
the Normal engines. This poses a neat 
problem for the factory, since the word 
has been out for some time that the 
Hearth roller bearing crankshaft is far 
Superior in all respects to the conven- 
tional plain bearing type of crankshaft. 


In our opinion, if the above report 
is true, the factory has made a wise 
decision and we should all be grateful 
for this change. We have never been 
convinced that the Hearth crank in the 
Super is a good thing. Roller bearing 
crankshafts can only be considered 
special purpose devices, and it just 
so happens that the special purpose 
for which these cranks are intended 
seldom suits the needs of the average 
Porsche owner. A roller bearing 
crankshaft becomes virtuous only when 
used in competition, for it cannot be 
denied that a properly designed rolle 
bearing crankshaft is far more re- 
liable for a short period of time 
than is the conventional sliding bear- 
ing crankshaft. In other words, a 
roller bearing crankshaft is fine 
for a competition engine which is 
going to be torn down periodically 
anyhow so that a constant check on the 
condition of the roller bearings can 
be had. Due to its design and the 
nature of materials used, a roller 
bearing crankshaft is much more prone 
to sudden break-down, without warning, 
than is a plain bearing crankshaft. 
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There is seldom any excuse for running 
an engine long enough to damage a 
plain bearing crankshaft but in most 
cases, a roller bearing type will 

give up the ghost so suddenly that 
damage to the crank and various other 
component parts is almost certain to 
occur. 


It has often been stated that the 
roller bearing crankshaft produces 
considerably less friction than the 
plain bearing type. This, we feel, 
is a fat myth, and we remain uncon- 
vinced. However, if there is any 
difference, we feel that at best it 
cannot be of any significance and that 
its value resides solely in the design- 
er's head. 


Therefore, if the rumor is true, 
and the factory is in a dither about 
how the news is to be received, they 
may rest assured that we will do every- 
thing possible to dispel any misgivigs 
for we wholly endorse this rumored 
change-over. However, in the same 
breath, we fervently hope that if this 
change takes place, it will be accom- 
panied by a reduction in price for 
the Super engined automobiles. 


It is also rumored that new carbu- 
retors are forthcoming from Solex. If 
these new carburetors are anything like 
the P40JJ4's presently fitted on the 
new GT Carreras, this will indeed be a 
step forward. The new GT Carrera 
carburetors are the smoothest piece 
of equipment we have had the good 
fortune to come across lately. We 
recently had the opportunity to put 
several hundreds of miles on a GT 
Carrera fitted with these carburetors, 
and even this red-hot engine is do- 
cile as a lamb even in the heaviest 
of traffic, and its smoothness in 
any gear and at any speed is almost 
unbelievable. Whereas there seems 
to be little need for much improve- 
ment in the carburetors for the 
Normal engines, the carburetors for 
the Super engines definitely need 
better mixture control at inter- 
mediate speeds. 


For those interested, the factory 
has recently come out with improved 
front transmission mountings parti- 
cularly adapted for the Carrera 
engine. The older style of trans- 
mission front mounting utilized 
rubber having a Shore hardness of 
approximately 54, whereas the new 
mountings have a Shore hardness of 
80. The new mountings are designed 
to reduce clutch shudder which is 
apt to occur with the more powerful 





Carrera engine and should certainly 
be of advantage to the older 1600 
Supers, and if one cares to expend 
the necessary cash, these mountings 
would be useful even with a Normal 
1600 engine. 


The factory definitely has come 
out with some brake improvements, 
about which more in a future issue, 
and it is stated that these same modi- 
fications can be adapted to the older 
type brake assemblies. The modifica- 
tions are designed to eliminate brake 
squeal and the tendency which some- 
times plagues our beast to pull in one 
direction or the other, and indiscrimi- 
nantly at that, when the brakes are 
applied. Whether or not these modifi- 
cations will cure serious offenders, 
we are not sure, but within the next 
month, at least one serious case will 
be subjected to the full treatment, 
and a report on this will be forthcom- 
ing as soon as possible. 


To conclude, dispeling rumors to 
the contrary, we would like to state 
that your editor's recent acquisition 
of a Carrera Coupe does not mean that 
henceforth all technical discussions 
will be directed to that particular 
engine. ‘Nuff said.
